To Mr. Philp's surprise the 
Sheriff was very indignant, but finallj 
promised that if Philp could persuade the 
condemned man to be hanged an hour 
sooner he would be only to glad to get 
the disagreeable job off his hands. Mr 
Philp went to the murderer's cell and tolc 
him plainly what he came for.

other hand, during the ten years fron

Human ingenuity cannot make time 


It can only invent methods of measurin 
the hours and minutes as they pass 
When the earth was voting, shadows cas 
by sunbeams noted the passing hours 
From these sprang the sun-dial, whici 
answered while the sun shone, but failcc 
when the sun was cloudy. 
Then water 


clocks, or clepsydra, as they are techni 
cally known, came into use. By these 
Athenian orators were wont to time thei 
speeches two thousand years ago. 
Afte: 


the water-clock came the hour-glass o 
running sand, for three hundred years 
this was the common method of measuring 
time. 
Even fifty years ago it was em 


ployed in churches to inform "the elder,' 
when he had preached enough. Mean- 
time various rude forms of clocks hai 
been constructed, but none of much use 
Not until the invention of the pendulun 
in the middle of the seventeenth century 
and its application to clocks, did they be- 
come reliable. 
The clocks and watches 


of to-day are so numerous and cheap thai 
nearly every school boy can afford to carry 
a "time-piece." Yet all the clocks am 
watches in the world cannot tell the time 
of day unless regulated with the sun 
The sun shows what time it is, whether 
morning, noon or night. 


Strange mistakes are often made by 


relying solely on clock-time. 
A party of 


travellers, not long ago, were on theii 
way west through Arizona. Arriving at 
Yuma at eight o'clock, railroad time, 
they were surprised to. find the dining- 
room clock indicating an hour earlier. 
Still more were they surprised, after hav- 
ing leisurely eaten breakfast, to learn on 
embarking again, that it was but six 
o'clock. Strange, they thought; arrive 
at eight; breakfast at seven; and leave 
at six! Two hours gain ! But the clocks 
were right. The first kept Jefferson City, 
Mo., time; the second was Yuma time; 
and the last was San Francisco time.

Th< y are not only required 


hv the banks about to extenJ their char- 
ters, but are the only paper cmrency 
available for bank reserves, and they are 
also the basis of all settlements in the 
clearing house. Under the circum.staiices 
a corner in Greenbacks would seem to be 
a very feasible and probably profitable 
speculation. As an offset the silver dol- 
lars that are being stamped at the rate 
of $2,800,000 a month are going at once 
into circulation in the form of silver cer- 
tificates, and will probably continue in 
circulation after the present demand is 
met, thus inflating the general currency. 
All this would have been avoided by al- 
lowing the bank currency to remain un- 
affected by the extension of the bank 
charters.—P/e.s.s

1 o'clock, when about twenty-seven miles 
this side of the landing the crosshead 
connecting the piston rod with the walk- 
ing-beam was discovered to be loose. 
The boat was stopped and although it 
was ascertained that there was a break, 
yet it was, after a quarter of an hour's 
work by the engineer and his assistants, 
thought to be made sufficiently strong to 
run at half speed to Cape May, and the 
engine was started. But a few minutes 
more, however, showed that the break 
was irreparable with the means at hand, 
and Captain Lackey brought the Republic 
to anchor 
The steam was drawn off and 


the fires drawn, and then there was a 
wait until assistance could be had or a 
request for assistance in some way sent.

The beauty and character of 
Rebecca, together with the fact that she 
was a representative of a race whose 
history is full of romance, deeply im- 
pressed him, and the foundation was laid 
of a cordial friendship and admiration 
which lasted through life.

Miss Gratz passed many of her younger 


days with tho Hoffnians and other old 
families in New York, with whom she 
was on intimate terms. 
Among her 


friends at this time were the literary wits 
of Salmagundi. 
Matilda Hoffman, the 


object of Irving's first, last, find only love, 
was her dearest friend. Miss Hoffman, 
who is described as lovely in person and 
mind, with engaging manners, delicate 
sensibilities, and playful humor, faded 


onrly and diuil III Apt 11, 1800, ill llic age 
of eighteen. 
Rebecca was her constant 


companion during her illness, sharing 
with the family the cares of her sick bed, 
and holding her in her arms when she 
died. Irving was then tivonty-six years 
old, and for the half-century of his later 
life he cherished faithfully the memory 
of his early love 
He slept with her 


Bible and Prayer-book under his pillow, 
and they were ever his inseparable com- 
panions. 
After his death, a package was 


foond containing some private memo- 
randa, a miniature of great beauty, a 
braid of fair hair, and a slip of paper 
containing her name in his own hand- 
writing. 
In his private note book he 


wrote "She died in the beauty of her 
youth, and in my memory she will ever 
be young and beautiful." * * * 


For many years, during which he 
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studied law and was admitted to the bar 
Irving's naturally jay temperament was 
overshadowed by this grief, and his fre- 
quent intervals of depression unfitted him 
for literary labor. Engaging in business 
with his brother at Jjiverpool, he passed 
much of his time abroad. 
His mercan- 


tile career, however, proved a failure, 
and be thenceforth devoted himself to 
literature. 
It was in the fall of the year 


1817 that Scott and Irving met for tho 
first time. With a letter of introduction 
from the poet Campbell, who was aware 
of Scott's high estimate of Irving's 
genius, the latter visited Abbotsford. He 
was most cordially received and welcomed 
by Scott himself, who came limping down 
to the gate, attended by his favorite 
stag-hound, and giaspcd his hand in a 
way that made Irving feel as if thay were 
already old friends. * * * 


To this friendship we owe the charac- 


ter of Rebecca in "Ivanhoe." During 
one of their many conversations, when 
personal and 
family affairs 
were the 


topics, Irving spoke of his own, and Miss 
Hoffman's cherished 
friend, Rebecca 


Gratz, of Philadelphia, described her 
wonderful beauty, related the story of 
her firm adherence to her religious faith 
under the most trying circumstances, 
and particularly illustrated her loveliness 
of character, and zealous philanthropy. 
Scott was deeply interested and im- 
pressed, and conceived the plan of em- 
bodying the pure, moral sentiment, that 
like a thread of silver ran through tlie 
story. 
Although "Bob Hoy" was then 


unfinished, he was already revolving in 
his mind the plot and characters of "Ivan- 
hoe." 
He immediately determined to 


introduce a Jewish female character^ 
and, on the strength of Irving's vivid de- 
scription, he named his heroine Rebecca. 
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or the cultivation of a gentleman, or 
changes his shirt more than once a week, 
or eats with a fork."

On Sunday morning about one o'cloc 


the fire bell rang vigorously arousing th 
people and bringing out the fire depar 
ment.

motive on the railroad was found on fir 
as well as several cars. The firemen ren 
dered what aid was possible and th 
flames were soon extinguished, but no 
before they had burned all the woodwor 
of the locomotive and otherwise damage 
it. The cause of the fire was a collisior 
between freight trains just above th 
hollow bridge. 
Three west-bound trains

The 
men in charge of the third train, how 
ever, did not notice the stoppage until i 
was too late, and the engine went crash- 
ing into the caboose of the train ahead 
The caboose, being light, was thrown upon 
the front of the locomotive and took fire 
from the breaking of the lamps.

them from the track, breaking

.part and strewing their contents in all 
directions.
